THE THANKSGIVING WEEK-END: OCTOBER 10-12 



In spite of variable weather, the Thanksgiving week-end was distinctly successful, 
the highlight of which was the Dedication of the new Chapel when hundreds of parents, 
Old Boys, friends and members of the School crowded Saint Martin's Chapel for the 
Service conducted by the Archbishop of Quebec. The 1st Lesson was read by Arch- 
deacon Matthews and the 2nd by the Headmaster. The Choir sang the Jubilate (Stan- 
ford in C) and Cesar Franck's, "O Praise Ye the Lord". At the Chancel steps, a 
Petition was read and presented by the Chairman of the Board, after which the 
Archbishop accepted the Petition, answered and consented. Then followed the Sentence 
of Dedication, read by the Chairman, with the Prayer of Dedication and other prayers 
offered by the Archbishop. Choosing a s his text, "This is none other but the house 
of God, and this is the gate of Heaven" (Genesis 28:17), the Archbishop delivered a 
sermon most appropriate to the occasion, emphasizing the point that the Chapel would 
always be a potent factor in the lives of the boys and that the memory of this Dedica- 
tion Service would remain in their lives forever. Mrs. Robert Bell, L. Mus. , played 
the organ, and her rendering of the Preludes by Mendelssohn, Franck and Purcell, 
and the Postlude by Dubois, especially Franck' s, Piece Heroique, showed her skill 
and ability to prove the range, tone and excellence of the new pipe organ installed 
during the summer. 

Sunday afternoon from 4.30 to 6.00. the Headmaster and Mrs. Glass received the 
many friends, parents and Old Boys at a Tea and Reception in the School Dining Hall. 

Sunday evening at 8.30, an Evensong Service was held in St. Martin's Chapel. 

Monday morning, the annual football game between the Old Boys and the School took 
place, the Old Boys defeating the School. At 11. 30, Prize Giving took place in the 
new Gym. Seated on the Platform were: Col. W. Ogilvie who presented the Prizes, 
Mr. Justice Mitchell, the Headmaster, G.A. Sharp. D. Doheny, R. McLernon, 
W. Davis, J. Baillie, E. Webster, D. McNeill, D. McMaster, F.R. Pattison, Col. 
Brine. 

The Chairman welcomed the many guests and called upon the Headmaster to address 
the assembly, who at the outset said that BCS had many blessings to be grateful for, 
especially the new Chapel and Gym, and thanked all who by their loyalty and generos- 
ity had made these gifts possible. Then followed a review of the year's activities in 
which he paid tribute to a devoted Board of Directors, Staff and School Officers, and 
pointed out that BCS was not a school for coddling but for hard work, proof of which 
was the record number of 1st classes this past year at the McGill Junior Certificate. 

After the prizes were distributed, Col. Ogilvie voiced the appreciation of the leader- 
ship given by the Headmaster and asked that a holiday be granted the boys. Luncheon 
at two sittings in the School's Dining Hall brought the week-end's activities to a close.
